The morphology and life systems of all biological organisms is strictly de- 
fined by its environmental medium. Whether it be air, water, or subterri- 
an, each organisms has been shaped by its immediate environment and 
exists in a delicate system of interrelationships with the other organisms 
in the community, In the investigation of the aquatic environment it is not 
possible to directly explore these interrelationships, but thorough under- 
standing can be obtained through a quantitative analysis of cause and ef- 
fect. By measuring ffuxuatsons in both physical and biological phenomena 
this delicate balance can be reconstructed and examined for use in our 
own world.

GALACTIC EVOLUTION 



id their 
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My investigation deals with the various shapes of galaxies and 
evolutionary relationships. It has been weil known by astronomers that 
two basic classes of galaxies exist in the universe, spirals and elliptical, 
Equally well known is the possibility that these two galaxtc types are 
related evolutionary histories- If so which type of galaxy is the earlier 
stage of the evolutionary sequence? After several years work classifing 
and recording well over 1.600 galaxies I have found conclusive evi- 
dence supporting the elliptical galaxy being the earlier stage of evolu- 
tionary development. By observing the percentages of the two galactic 
types periodially at unceasing distances from our galaxy we can effec- 
tively look into the past phases of galactic evolution . 

My study showed that the percentage of ellipticals to other galaxies 
climbed by more than twenty-five percent in the survey of galaxies one 
hundred million light years away. Mydiscovery has lead me to believe 
that our galaxy, the Milky Way. was once elliptical in shape over a mil- 
lion years ago.
